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FOR MEDIUM FOR CARD CHECK 
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PURPOSE: To prevent a wrong check result due to ineffective check data from 
being outputted by deciding whether or not the validity of a recording medium 
where check data is recorded is effective automatically and inhibiting the record- 
ing medium from being read unless the validity is effective. 

CONSTITUTION: This device is equipped with a validity starting date memory 
1, a validity ending date memory 2, a timer 4, a memory 5, and comparison 
parts 7 and 8 and also equipped with an OR circuit 10 and a read inhibiting 
circuit 20. When the output of the OR circuit 10 is "high", the outputs means 
that the validity of an optical card 35 expires and the read inhibiting circuit 
20 inhibits an optical card reader 40 from performing read operation according 
to the output of the OR circuit 10. Consequently, the wrong check result due 
to ineffective check data is prevented from being outputted. 
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PURPOSE: To eliminate the missing of the chance of ticket vending by performing 
a series of dealings from the offering of guide information regarding the ticket 
vending to charge settlement and ticket issuing without any operator's interven- 
tion. 

CONSTITUTION: When a customer inserts a credit card into a credit card read 
part 3 and requests a- ticket through a customer operation part 2, a communica- 
tion with a line connection part 1 is made according to read information from 
the credit card read part 3 and request information from the customer operation 
part 2 to confirm the confidence of the inserted credit card and then the price 
settlement is performed. Then a ticket print issuing part 4 issues a ticket and 
the customer's credit card is returned by the credit card read part 3. Thus, 
a series of dealings from the offering of the guide information regarding the 
ticket vending to the charge settlement and ticket issuing can be performed 
without any operator's intervention, so the missing of the chance of the ticket 
vending is eliminated. 
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PURPOSE: To save the time for list generation by inputting a check list of all 
accident cards to an internal memory first and then inputting a list to be added 
or deleted thereafter. 

CONSTITUTION: The list of all accident cards written on an optical card 35 
is read, sorted according to ID Numbers, and stored in the internal memory 
51 when check data are inputted first. When check data are inputted for and 
after the 2nd time, additional check data on accident cards written on the 
optical card 35 are supplemented, check data to be deleted are deleted, and 
the data are stored according to ID numbers, thus updating the check list. 
Consequently, the timer for the list generation is saved. 
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
